take three floors in the proposed 
Standard International Building, 
thereby necessitating a waiver on 
present regulations which prevent 
construction of buildings taller 
than three stories, 

The committee estimates that 
the taxes on 18,000 sq, ft. of space 
@ $21 equals $378,000 in ratable 
evaluation, (This figure would not 
include the full value of three 
floors in the Standard Building 
which are to run 7,000 square feet 
each.) Using a $40 tax rate for 
calculations, the committee 
estimated the tax revenues on such 
space would bring the town about 
$76,500 in five years. 

The gross cost, less this tax 
revenue figure, set the net cost 
to the town to $192,000, according 
to the committee, 

And, says the report, ‘‘at the 
end of five years, the town would 
still have to provide its own facili- 
ties or continue to lease, in which 
case the town would have to pay 
a minimum of another $192,000 
for the next five years, or a total 
of $385,200 over a 10-year 
period,’’ 

In its conclusion, the committee 
points out that over a five year 
period, the town would benefit from 
the proposed lease arrangement to 
the extent of $55,400, It states,

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Wise Vigilance 


An up to date assessment of just what the Salk and 
Sabin vaccines for the control of poliomyelitus can mean 
in terms of lives and futures protected is now available. 

It,is estimated that without the benefits of either con- 
trol, some 35,000 American children and adults would 
have likely contracted the dread disease last year, Statis- 
tics now available for 1964 show however, that polio hit 
a new low in that 12 month span with only 121 cases re- 


ported, 


In 1963, when 449 in the country fell victim to one of 
the three viruses that we lump together in speaking of 
polio, there were eight outbreaks of paralytic polio, the 
majority of the cases among unvaccinated persons. ‘Last 
year, there was no perceptible seasonal increase — no 


epidemic. 


Massachusetts’ own polio record for 1964 is even more 
remarkable. Not one, not a single man, woman nor child 
in the Commonwealth contracted this killing, crippling 
disease last year. This fact tends to reinforce the con- 
tention of some that polio, which killed 8,822 between the 
years of 1952 and 1961, may be nearing the vanishing 


point. 


Even if this proves to be a premature conclusion, there 
can be no doubt that successes here and abroad with the 
arresting of high polio incidence marks the development 
of the two vaccines as first rate victories for medical 
science, equal to those which vanquished cholera, small- 
pox, diptheria, yellow fever etc. 

The Salk vaccine was approved for general use in 1955 
and is credited with immediately cutting the polio 
incidence from 28,985 in that year to 15,140 the next. By 
1960, when the Sabin vaccine came into use, the incidence 
had dipped to 3,910 and it slid to 1,312 and 910 the 


following two years 


If you consider the 10-year total of 328,902 — the number 
afflicted in 1946-55 — and reckon an average, it is con- 
ceivable that in every year since some 30,000 to 40,000 
persons could have been stricken, 

This single record on immunization should be sufficient 
to alert parents to the value of cooperating with the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health’s current 
drive to raise the level of immunization against not only 
polio but also against tetanus, diptheria and whooping 


cough. 


The levels of protection against these diseases in 
certain segments or ‘‘pockets’’ of the population are con- 
sidered inadequate by both state and U.S. health officials. 

They have been so absent from the health scene in re- 
cent years that the opportunities for acquiring natural 
immunity have been almost non-existent, making even more 
important the protection to be had from artificial immuni- 


zation. 


Health authorities know that a ready supply of germs 
for all four are ever present, even in communities where 
no cases have been reported for years. A careless dis- 
regard of these facts can lead to fresh trouble with 
diseases we are adequately equipped to control. 


Small Business 


Small Massachusetts firms can 
look forward to continued expan=- 
sion during 1965, Thomas J, 
Noonan, Regional Director of the 
Small Business Administration 
predicts, 

Noonan forecast an increase of 
10,000 small businesses in Mas-= 
sachusetts during the next 10 
years, based on the present rate 
of growth, The number of small 
firms increased seven percent in 
the past decade, raising the State’s 
total to more than 147,000, about 
three percent of the country’s total, 

Summarizing SBA activities in 
the State, Noonan reported that 
Massachusetts small businesses 
received about $14 million in prime 
military and civilian contracts 
during the three-month period 
ended September 30, anincrease of 
$1.9 million over the same period 
in 1963, 

These contracts, he said, re- 
sulted fromSBA’s cooperative set= 
aside program under which pro- 
posed government purchases are 
reserved for competitive bidding 
by small businesses, Firms that 
performed these contracts 
provided such items as electronic

components, paper products, 
plastics and research 

SBA loans help finance expansion 
new facilities and equipment, or 
are for working capital, ‘Since 
the Agency was created in 1953, 
Massachusetts small businesses 
have received $85,7 million in 
SBA loans, 

The Regional Director pointed 
out that SBA has licensed 43 small 
business investment companies in 
Massachusetts with total capital 
and surplus of $40 million for in- 
vestment in small firms, 

In addition, Noonan said that 
SBA makes loans to local develop- 
ment companies to assist local 
small businesses, The three loans 
made in Massachusetts resulted 
in creating 130 new jobs, The 
Agency is working with business 
and civic leaders to extend the 
program to other communities 
throughout the State, 

Since the first SBA loan was 
approved in 1959, the Agency has 
made 500 local development com~ 
pany loans totaling morethan $71.5 
million, The cooperative projects 
have created an estimated 27,000 
new jobs,
